LOSS 0F THE 'NAMCHOW,’ 
STORY OF THE DISASFER. 
GRAPH ACCOUNT BY A SURVIVOR, 

This moming M.S. Porpoise, which 
waa deapatted North by-Admiral Richurds 
to make ingliries‘on the spot regarding the 
loss of a sleamer off Cupchi Point on the 
morning al the 8th instant, arrited with 
eoma survivors of tho ill fated ateamer 
which it wat ascerinined to have been the 
Namehow. Tieso inclided tha supercargo 
and some of tho membera of the crew. 
The official report of Cxptain Barr's in- 
quiries has not unfortunately been made 
pubic, so tlat all those interested are still 
withuut properly authenticated informa- 
tion. Dataila, bowover, have been ob- 
tained fron other sources, and these are 
sufficient to throw light upon th: disas- 
tor, its came, and tho subsequent events 
on board the Namchow from the broak- 
iug of the shaft to tho foundering of tho 
vessel, 5 

From thostatement of one of the sur- 
vivora it wuld appear that tho appalling 
Gisaater is fot withont some diacreditable 
features.
